fact must be remembered that the whole
force of the party has slways hitherto been
polled on the first balloy, whereas other
parties, through nauntdsocialist coalitions,
show the grentest strength on reballot, It
was thus in 1800, when the freisinnigo
party won in all thirty-five of the reballots
between them and the socialists,  About
elghty socinlists will stand in the coming re-
ballots and 1t 1s a rationnl estimato to credit
thein with securing  twenty-six” more seats.
Before the elections Herr Volmar, one of the
sanest heads of the party, predicted that
forty of his colleagues would appeur in the
new Leichstog,
Iucrease of Soclallsm.

What ought to concern the government
quite as much us the incrense of the social-
fsts in parliament is the development of
socinlism throughout the country,

Chancellor von Caprivi held conferences
with the emperor on last Thursday and last
evening, reporting to his majesty the char-
acter of the returns, It is rather significant
that the semi-ofMeinl organs todiy recur to
suggestions as to how to curb the popular
voto.

Regarding  the centrists, the recent
schisms ao not appear likely to seriously
affoct their strength. The party may lose
fifteon sents nnd sLill remain the most  solid
party in the house, If after the reballot

the centrists in favor of the bill appear fif-
teen strong, it will not groatly affect the
fiehting power of tho main scction of the
party.

Both the conservatives and national lib-
ernls are coming out bettor than it was ex-
“pected thoy would, both havicg to fight
' pumerous reballots agoainst the soclalists,
"These two parties must rely upon co-opera-
tion in order to defent thelr common enemy.
The national Hperals hnve the best chance
in the rieh manufacturing districts like

- Fiberfeld, Darmen, Manonhoelm, Darmstadt
and Bochum, where they succeeded in pull-
fog their candidates through to a reballot.

The socinhst leaders purposed issulng
directions giving minute instructions as to
how the members of the purty should vote
on the reballot, but decided today that
brond moral principles alone should guide
them In their taoties, If the candidotes of
tho party who stand In the reballots pladge
thomselves to resist attacks upon populae
suffrage and to oppose an incranse of the
nrmy and an fueresso of the taxation affect-
ing the masses, the socinlists may vota for
or agninst them. or, if thoy abstain from
voting, the socialists in Vienonn will make a
demonstration in celebration of the success
of thelr German' brethven

The Austrinn oficinl papers hold that the
results of the election are alurming. The
Deutsche Zewung says:  “Germany can
only be saved by & strong hand, It s time
that Caprivi should show that the future of
Germany s safe in his care,”

A portion of Schoeideimuhl, n manufae-
turing town of Prussia, is sioking in conse-
guence of the boring of an artesian well,
The inhabitants of the distriet in dunger,
which covers severnl squares will be com-
pelled to loave their homes.

The returns have almost ceased coming in,
although rveports from thirty districts are
still lacking.

'oor Showing of the Riohterrists,

All the diay roports from tho constituen-
cios have continued to give evidence of the
collapse of Eugene Richiter's radioal party.
The South Germin dewocrats, with whom
the Ricliterista  Joined hands at the opening
of the campaien to Aght more effectively
ngaingt the army bill at the polls, have se-
oured five sents, one of them won from the
national liberals, Not a dispiteh his béen
pecelved to indicate that the Richterists
have carried o constituency on the first bal-
lot, This failuve is due partly to the fact
that the radieals, who deserted Richter
to make a government eampalgn under the
banner of the radical unlon, were the cream
of the old party. Excepting Virchow,
hardly o conspicuous deputy stood by
Richter after the dissolution of the Reich
stag, Rickert, Broemel, Hinze, Barth, editor
of the Nation, Siemens and Hamel deserted
atonce to the govornment. The dissidents
are known to have clectod two deputies and
to have the best chances of electing seven or
elght more on the second ballot, The Rich-
terists, who constituted two-thivds of the
parlinmentury party of sixty-seven, will
bring probably n few moro than twenty men
to the new Helehstag, This state of affairs
is distinetly favorable to the government,
ns the loss of the radical opposition is ex-
pected to more than counterbalande the
gains of the social demoeratic opposition.

ruceess of Bintant Demagogues.

The anti-Semites are belleved to be inn
way to procure twelve seats, Ahlwardt and
Goeck, the most blatent members of the lnst
parlinmentary group have already been re-
turned. The aggregate vote of the anti-
Somites has increased amazingly since 1800,

The national liberals, necording  to latest
reports, are likely to return to Berlin with,
approximately, three of the delegation of
forty.

The opposition elerieals, under Dr. Licber,
have retained virtually all their old constit-
uancies as fur as can boascertained and will
roturn to Berlin probably with nearly 100
deputics, The governnment clerical-agrarian
movament under Freiherer Scholemer-Alst
and Freiherer von Huene has shown fow
evidences of success, Nino independont
clericals have been elected, but of this num-
ber only five are aeclared adyocates of the
army bill,

Conservatives and free conservatives, as
was expected, are suffering no losses, They
will enter the Rejchstag with about eighty-
five scals togethoer,

The gocinl deinocrats are still trivmphant
at the expense of the Richter radicals,

Hopes of the Government.

In general the advantages gnined by the
government are to be found in the prospect
that some ten radieal unionists who voted
aganst the army bill and who would now
favor it, have good prospects of siuting in
the next Reichstag and that the anti-Semitic
representation, partinMy favorable to the
government, bids falr to be greatly in-
creased. If the national liberals, free con.
servitives and the conservatives mike a
binding cartel in all close districts they will
be nble to rally fully 175 votes for the gov-
ernment at the opening of the Reichstag.
Both Chanveller voh- Caprivl and Couet
Botho von Eutenberg, Prussian minister
presiding, hnae been roused from their
upathy aud have set the bureaucratic ma-
chinery of the government io operation to
this end.

Pans, June 17.—[New York Herald Cablo
—Speelnl to Tre Bee|—All Europenn po-
litical interest now centers in the results
of the German elections, which are im-
patiently waited for in all the capitals in
the old world.

Thoro are two disquieting symptoms. Tho
first is the defeat of the cmperor, who un-
necessarily took o personal part in the
electoral strugele, and the second is the con-
stant progress of socinlism, which is paining
ground everywherse in Germany, both in the
rural districts nnd in the cities,

The question everybody is asking is:
What will the kaiser do?! This no one
can  answer, probably not even lhimself,
Advices from Berlin stato  the om-
peror  has  been  deeply affected by
what he calls “the Ingratitude of the peo-
ple.” Inaddition, it is now s public secret
that his majesty 1s on very bad terms with
his grandmother, Queen Vietorin, beecnuse
of the projected marriage of tho czarewiteh.
These facts are giving statesmen much anx-
fety beeanso they are well aware that per-
sonal motives have always ao intluence over
the emperor.

May Resort to War to Cure Them,

But more especially does the progressof
socinlism Inecrease their disquictude. All
are convineed that Willinm IT {8 of a pacific
temperament, but nearly all believe that if
socialism continnes to advanece, and more es-
pecially if it extends to the army, the cm-
peror will be forced to resort ton war in
order to win by means of military glory all
those who are not yet attacked by socialistie
idens.  All the great cities are already lost,
If the rural regions are attacked in their
turn a revolution will break out in Germany
inside of twoenty-five years,

The situation lins been g0 changed by the
success of the socialists that no one now
talks nbout the adoltion of the army bill,
the adoption or rejection of which has be-
come n matter of no importance,  All realize
‘thit tne very social fabric of the empire is
at stake;, Itis the general opinfon that the
army bill will be rejected.

Another Sure Spot for Willinm.

As if it had been done purposely, the
Franco-Russinn treaty of commerce was
signed at Peterhof yesterday by the caar.
This is the first treaty of the kind signed by
Russin and France since that of 1850, and it
is especially significant because Germany 1s
making great efforts to sccure a similar
treaty with Russia, and is doing so unsue-
cessfully.

To sut up the situntion, the result of tho
elections diminishes the chances of peace,
because it has ineroased the general anxiety,
and yet everybody, the people, their
soverelgns, tho soclaliststhemselves, desires
peace.

MIQUEL INTERVIEWED,

He Gives His Views of the Recent Electlons
in Germany.

Berwy, June 17.—Here is an interview
with  Dr, Miquel, Prussinn minister of
finance, the mon who occupies the most
atieution in Germany at this time. It is the
only ministerial statement ot this crisis
and is important.,

Dr. Miquel was asked: *What does your
excellency believe, judging from the election
returns now known, is the prospect for a
government majority in the Reichstag™

“l nm not atall certain as to result,” he
replied promptly, “*but it mway be that we
shull not have a majority in the next Iteichs-
tag, ‘There nre now few absolute majorities
in our favor, and It is possible that on the
second  balloting all other parties may com-
bine aguinst the goveenment candidates
This would mean defeat in many cases. But
his majesty’s court is determined that a mil-
itary bill shall finally become a low. We, of
government circles, not only supposs, but
know, thut to uphold German unity, so
bardly earncd, this law Is essentinl, We
have France aud RRussin on either sido, not
n n defensive, but in an offensive position,
If wa are not stronger than one, st least, of
these powers, we can have no certainty of
muintaining the unity of the empmre. We
muy be strategieally, scientifically, stronger
in o military way, but it is not wise to take
chances against  vumerieal  superionty.
France has thrown hoerself av the feet of
Itnssin, for what purpose! To make an alli-
ance which can menace ouly Germany,”

Course of the Government,

“What will the governmont do in case the
law is rejected the second time!"

“] cannot now state what means will be
talen, but they will be constitutional. When
his mujesty stated that he would use all menns
in nis power to pass it he meant constitu-
tional mouns, What trivial reasonings are
urged against the bill! I know that the
financinl strength of the empire cun bear
this and much wore, Germany paysonly 21
muarks taxes, direct and Indiveet, which is
the lowest rato in the world,  France pays
51 marks a head; Belgium und Hollund pay
far more thue Germnay, The Germaus now
pay 6 marks direct taxes. The new law, if
pussed, will require only one additiongl
murk per head, The opposition Is vidiculous.
Wea could paise all the money needed out of
tobacco nlone.  The stabllity of our pgreat
commerciul and banking institutions inspires
the utwost confidence. Commerce and In-
dustry nro showing sigus of lmprovement.
The recent banking faliures in other parts of
the world had no iujurlous effect upon Ger-
many.

MATTES' MISSIUN,

How nNebragknn Will Advance Interests of
the Farmer Abroal

Crreaao, June 17.—[Speclal Telegram to
Tue Beg. | —An unusual effort will be made
during the current year to Inecrease the ex-
portation of the food products of this coun-
try Into Europeun countries, Hon. Jdohn
Muattes of Nebraskn, special commissioner
to Europe, leaves Chicago Tuesday morning
for Germany and France to work for this
end.  Acting under the instructions of See-
retary of Agriculture Morton, from whom
he received his appointment, Mr. Mattes hias
just completed a thorough investigation of
the system of meat inspection in vogue
in this country, having spent the last three
weeks at the Armour and Swilt pucking
plants, and he, therefore, goes thoroughly
equipped for his worle.

It seems, despite the Taw providing for
inspection of meats for “the export trade,
that both Germany and Fraonce exact rein-
spection of these products before they are
permitted to enter into competition with
like products of the home market, "I'his
action is justified by the municipal suthori-
ties of these countries by the assertion that
ment inspection in this country is imperfect;
that it is not made in & sciontific manner:
oud that the home law would become prac-
ticatly inoperitive iPrelmspection was not
exacted. This asseriton has not becn re.
ceived by the Department of Agriculture
with the.best of grace,

Meat inspection, it will be remembered,
was inauegurated in this country st an
enormous expense’ and tomeet the require-
ments of the Germnn and French govern-
ments e8pecially. ! Instead, the law has
falien” short in its intent. Last year,
January to June, meat exportations to Ger-
many and France did not ngeregate quite
4,000,000, while to England, where meat in-
spection is pot required, they exceeded &30,-
OO, (00,

This government therefore secks to have
the expense of relnspection cut off, or will
have the Dbureaus for meat inspection
abolished throughout the country.

Mr. Mattes' Viewn.

Durl 1z a talk with Mr. Mattes on his im-
portant mission, he said: “When Sceretary
Morton sent me my commission as special
commissioner to Europe with instructions, 1
sought the best knowledge of my prospective
work obtainable,  While the inspection
bureaus at Omaha, Kansas City, and other
minor stations afforded me much valuable
information, iv was not paramount with that
obtained hero in Chicago, becauso they were
not 80 extensive and perhaps not so perfect
n their several departments, Still I founa
that inspection of meats o this country 1s
made in o thoroughly scientific manner and
believe that | shall be able to convinee the
authoritics of the countries that 1 visit
that reinspection is unnecessary. If T sue-
ceed in noing this it will reduce the cost of
exportation and inerease the profit for pro-
ducers, My success in this, however, may
depend upon municipal relations of which 1
have no knowledge,

sible to make it. A scientiflc retinue of
microscopists Is employed at all stations
under direction of a chief, o prcticul

Quite sy Important Item,

Germany 18 my native home, and my
koowledge of the Heichistag leads me to
speak advisedly.

Cimeaao, June 17.—Chief Justice Fuoller
this morning overruled the decision of the
federal eircult court swwhicn ssued the in-
Junction restraming the directors of the
World's fair from opening the gates on Sun-
doy., He®decides for the United States
court of appeals and remands the case to the
circuit court for the reversal of its action.

The court room was crowded to the ut-
most and the Intercst ut the outset gave
place to the utmost satisfaction at the close,
The deeision settles tho matter finally, ns
the only appeal is o the supreme court,
which does not meet till October, whien the
fair witl be enaed,

The opinion rendered covers only the ma-
terial points, owing to lack of time. A full
decision will be rendered lnter. The opinion
began by overruling the motion of the
povernment counsel to dismiss the appeal
from the eircuit court on the pround of the
nonjurisdiction of vhe appellite court, as un-
tenable, It was also held that the gift from
the United States to the fair was in no sense
n charity trust; that, when the grant was
made in consideration of a loecal eorporation
having expended upwards of 210,000,000
toward a public enterprise, it was not done
for the purpose of obtaining control in wholo
orin part. The restraining ovder of the
circuit court preventing the opening of the
gates Sundays must therefore be set aside
and the case remanded,

Justices Bunn and  Allen eoncurred in the
deeision, making the court’s action unani-
mous,

‘The court further made the point against
tho action by the injunction that it had not
been shown how any mterest which the gov-
ernment might have in the fair would be
irreparably damaged by opening the fair on
Sundaysy.

OLNEY ON THE DECISION.

Whut the Attorney General Has to Say
Abont Justice Fuller's Rullng,

Wasmixatos, June 17.—The opinion of the
court of appeals in deciding that the World's
Columbinn exposition at Chicago shall be
opened on Sunday was received here by o
press bulletin early in tho alternoon, At
torney General Olpey ot o late hour this
evening had recelved no official announce-
ment of the fact. He said that his depart-
ment had a elear record in tne case, nnd
had exhausted every legal menns to enforce
the mandate of congress in the matter, It
wis generally acknowlodged that the act of
congress in reguard to opening the World's
falr on Sunduy was couched in language
sufficiently dubious to make its Intent doubt-
ful, nnd that both those who favored the
opening of the fair on Sunday and those who
were opposed to it had plausible  ground to
stand upon. It seemed to him that the end
had pow been reached, though he was not
entirely sure, not hoaving carefully examined
the law, but that an appeal should be taken
to the supreme court of the United States.
This, however, would seom to be useless us
the court did not moeet untll October, and
before the ease could be heard in that tri-
bunal the fair would be closed by limitation.

He could not see that any injunctions
should be thrown in the way of opening the
fair on Sunday, but, ns the matter was in
the immediate charge of Umited Staves At
torney Milchrist and two able assistunts, he
hud no doubt that they would exhnust every
legeal means known to law to uphold the in-
tent of congress,  \While he saw no meuans in
sight, perhaps those who had been more in-
timately associnted with the case thun he,
would yet discover them.

Otner matters of a complicated character,
he said, would undoubtedly grow out of this
decision. Forinstance, the donntion of con-
gress of 8,500,000 to the fair had been cou-
pled with the condition that the fair should
not be open on Sundays. The decision of
the Court of Appeals that the fair could
open on SMhday, and the well kuown
intent of the loeal directory to
open it on Sunday would seem to fmply on
thele part o disregard for the condition upon
which the money was granted. The loeal
directory had alrasdy recelved in pound
flzures &1,000,000. Could not the govern-
ment, he nskted, now procecd by logil means
to collect the maney advanced, ns the condi-
tion upon which it had been received had
been forfeited! It was certain to his mind
that the government could not now give to
the World's fair authorities the 300,000 still
retained in the treasury, but which has been
approprinted on certaln conditions.  The
condition was that security for the &500,000
should be given, Up to today this money
would have boen puaid by the government
had the security been furnished, It had not
been furnished, and 80 had been retained in
the treasury, But now, in view of the de-
cision, even if the socurity was furnished,
the government could not pay out the money
to the World's fuir people, Doubtless e
would be confronted with a proposition to
take steps 1w recover the §1,500,000 alroady
padd,

Not Sure of His Way.

He had not yet seen the text of the cde-
elslon or seen published the application upon
which the declsion was granted. Perhaps
the gute mouney could be impounded to reim-
burse the government. Still, be was not en.
tirely clear us to this, and would have to
consider the mutter more in detal,

Another question affected by the deceision
was the governmoent exhibits, All the de-
partments of the government had exhibits ot
the fair apd all the appropriations made for
them were coupled with the condition that
the exhibits should not be opened om
Sunday. It was entirely clear that the
government exhibits could not be opened
on  Supday, but the conditions im-
posed might huve gone furthor apd wmight
prevent the government exhibita belog
opened on upy day, sow that it has been de-
cided thut it is legal to open the World's fair
ouSundsy. He bandly tbought, bowever,
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that the lnw would bear that construction.
Numberless othoer cases of minor importance
would come up for decision and action in
view of the opinion rendered  today by the
Court of Appoals,

ARRIVAL OF THE VIKING,

Captain Anderson and 14 Hardy Crew ol
Norsemen Reach New York.

Nitw York, June 17.—Haoardy Norsomen,
Captain Anderson and his erew, after jour-
neying down the const from the banks of
Newfoundland, today sailed into the port of
Now York with the counterpart of the
Viking ship of old and were given n reception
far different from that their ancestors re-
celved years befors Columbus landed on the
shores of the cew world,  Ilough  weathor-
boaten citizens as they are, tears came to
their eyes when they were welcomed in their
native tongue hy Norweginn-Americans ot
City Islund, where thewr quecr eraft droppod
unchor this afternoon.

The Viking camo down the sound from
New London, Conn., in tow. OF Sands
PPoint she was met by the steambont Laura
M. Sturin with the committee of reception
from this city on board. There was a great
blowing of whistles und dipping of flags and
the band plaved the Viking march, comn-
posed for the occasion. Captain Anderson
stood in the stern of the queer looking craft
and took off his eap repeatedly to the salutes
of the many steam yachts and tugs which
met him, -

The Viking sailed from Sands Point to
Coney islund, where the Minntonomah lay
at anchor awniting to give the visitor a na-
tional salute of weicome, Tt was 1:45 when
the Viking passed Uncle Sam's crack moni-
tor. When the boom of the big guns had
ceased, there was a puff of blue smoke for-
wird on the Viking, and a sound like that of
o big fireeracker came poross the water,
The Norsemen answered the salute from six
little cannon. The Viking swung arouna
and dropped anchor alongside of the Miun-
tonomah,  Captain Secard of the Miantono-
mah boarded her and padd an official  visit.
Then the erew, who have imitated the
cruise of Leif Ericksen and crossed the rag-
ng ocean inan open  boat, werg taken on
bourd tho Laura M. Starin, where they
were weleomed to Ameriea by the commit-
tee and muny of thelr own countrymen, who
live here.

The naval reserves were deawn up on the
forwurd deck when the Norweglans went on
the committes bont, The band playved the
Norwegion authem and the committee stood
rendy to receive thie voyagers,

After luncheon Prof, Doyesen delivered an
address of weleome,

Captain Anderson replied as follows: “In
behalf of the Norweglan citizens who have
had this exaot reproduction of the OId
Viking ship built and sent here under my
command I sincerely thank the American
citlzons for this hearty welcome they have
given the Viking, It makes my heart heat
quicker than it ever did before to know that
our new Viking ship s belng given an alinost
royal reception, and I am sure that thav is
the fecling of my crew also. We nre very
proud of being the chiosen ones to bring the
ship over, and we bring the thanks ol
Norwegians o all American citizens who
have joined in this weleome. 1 wish to sy
that the Viking is sent by the people of Nop-
wity Mlone: the Swedish union hus nothing
to do with it.”

Joseph I, Choate then spoke briefly and
was followed by Seth Lowe of Columbin col
lege, Captain Socard and  ex-Commodore
Kuin of the New York Yueht elub,

Then Captain Anderson returned to the
Viking nnd the procession of escort was
formed to take the ship to New York, The
police patroled,  The tug John Puller with
the npval rescrve followed, Then eame the
Miantonomah and after her was the navy
yard tug Nurkata towing the Viking, After
the Viking came the committee bout and the
Crystol steamboat with the Norwegiun so-
cieties from New York and Brookiyn, the
stenmbonts nnd o score of tugs and steam
yachts. The boats passed through Hell
Gateat b o'clock, went down the East river
cheered by thousauds of people on both
hanks, under the Brooklyn bridge and round-
ing the Battery passod up the Hudson to
Twenty-third street. Hore the Viking cast
off the towlog line and putting out ber
thirty-two oars, rowed to Twenty-fourth
street, where she dropped anchor,
